The observations made on Wellf* 

comet at the Dudley Observatory during 
its meridian passage are exceedingly 
valuable. The character of the nucleus 
of great ooBMtf has long been a matter 

of controversy. Last summer Prof. 
Draper concluded, from observations on 
the great comet of 1881, that the nucleus 
was either a solid or a li<j|uid. Long ago 
Prof. Pierce, of Harvard, conolnded 
from his observations that tbe nucleus 
of a comet is a solid body ofthet^ie 
density. The ohsfrvations made at Al- 
bany tend to support the iheoiy of Prof. 
Pierte. 

Wells* comet at noon»lay on the 11th 
showed a well-detined disc like a planet 
or asteroid. Thtj best theory of the con- 
stitution of the tails of comets is that 
they are of electric origin, being the re- 
sults of excitatipo as tbe nucleits ap- 
proaches the sun. "The nucleus is un- 
doubtedly oj)U(nie, being in reality an 
unfortunate xvorld conv ened by an ac- 
cident of birth to wantler in the celes- 
tial spaces ih s manner that forbids the 
development of animal life on its sur- 
face. Tbe near approach of ninny aom- 
As, among them Wells', to the sun, 
undoubtedly causes rapid disintegra- 
tion. One has been known to split in 
pieces. Prof. Stone, of Cincinnati, 
thought Ue saw the nnoleus of the great 
comet of Last summer divldei and then 
come together again. 

Prof. Boss finds from his mid-day ob- 
servations with the transit instrument 
tliat the orbit is very nearly a parabola, 
and there is little prospect that the com- 
et will ever return to the sun. A dis- 
patch to Prof. Boss from Lord Craw- 
ford, at DunEcht, Scotland, helps some- 
what to explain the failure of the comet 
to lultill expeo<Ations as to brightness. 
Spectroscopic exaniination.s by Dr. 
Lobse revealed a sharp bright line, co* 
Incident with the sodium in the solar 
spei'trum, also strong indications of oth- 
er bright lines. This, with the actual 
observation of a disc sixteen hours after 
perihelion ])as«>age* when the vapors 
were hot and transparent, indicates a 
solid body. As soon as the comet be- 
gan Uy Miive thd snn the Vapors began 
to condense so tlie dij^e was not again 
visible. Prof. Hoss thinks the presence 
of sodium accounts for the failure to 
throw otr a tail of great length. Other 
comets have shown the spectrum of 
hydro-carbon, but this one is of a ditfer- 
ent o6mposition.~Aoo*eiter .

Sermon at 8 p. m., by Rev. J. K. Deer- 
ing, Text : Come now and let us reason 
together, saith the Lord ; though your sins 
t>e as scarlet, they shall be as white as 
snow; thouuh they be red like crimson, 
thev shall be as wool. Isa. 1:18 He stated 
that Isaiah, the author of this text, lived 
in the midst of a people degenerate and 
almost wholly corrupt. Tlie language, 
however, was not to be condned to them 
but is applicable to all sinners. The sub- 1 
Ject was treated under two heads. Ist. 
What does it mean ? 2uti. What does it ' 
require? 

The text <lemands that every sinner sliall ' 
consider and reason in regard to his sins 
both in relation to the law and the effect 
on his own life. Sin separates the soul 
from God. Parties estranged to be recon- 
dlM mnit be brought together. God and 
the sinner must come toi^ether and reason 
about the estrauzemeut. This reasoning 
about his tins leads a sinner to see them 
as never before. When the sinner meets 
God and confesses his sins then the text 
requires that God should forgive him. 

It promises the pardon oi tlie greatest 
sins. Red is the deepest color, hardest to 
be removec^ yet ttiis is to be made white 
<Blt|li| dieeper than red, noth 



in convicting and converting power. The 
ancients supposed tire a secret from the 
Gods. The secret of all the churches suc- 
cess is the fire of the Holy Sjtirit. This 
power manifests itself in a witnessing 
church. The symbol of this fire among 
men is the human tongue. The human 
tongue miMlb8 tooved by the Holy Spirit.

Though ex- 
posed to the wt*r tear of eleneiitt 
lor considerably more than a thontand 
years, the mortar was found to be so 
toogh and strong that the workmen 
irere actually compelled to cat out the 
stone as if they had been in the original 
quarry. Mortar makers and stone- 
maaons nowadays might take lessons 
ttfNp^ th?ir remotp predecessors, whose 
ideas of durability eoem to have been 
quite different from those prevailing at 
preaent It is M4d tbatJtbe'ildnM 'M 
the Pyramida* compared with which 
the London wall is a thing of yesterday 
—are laid in mortar no thicker than a 
sheet of paper, jet remain iio dtmty 
fixed after the lapse of thirty or forty 
centuries that the thinnest knife-blade 
cannot be inaerted between them. Thcae 
ancient Egyptians, then, cou'd Item 
nothing from us in tlmt line of business; 
but we might learn a vast deal from 
fb«m. Eten the rtdna M Ibdr buildings 
make modem iELrchiteOCa^bamed. What 
must those buildings have been in the 
pride of tbeir youth and strength ? The 
stateliest stmotnres of London, Paris and 
New York are mere card-houses in com - 
parison with the temples aud palaces 
ithieh <«ioe lined th^ banks of the Nile. 
Abraham and Mo$es saw grander speci- 
mens of architecture in Egvpt than can 
be seen in our own time anywhere on 
the face of the terth. The 'Botkiohilds 
with all their money, cannot buy such 
mechanical skill as their ancestors in 
Egyptian bondage witnessed, and prob- 
ably assisted. If the art of buildmg is 
not lost, it has at least woefully degen- 
erated, and might be rediscovered to 
the profit of all concerned. Yet in the 
face of these facta, which every school- 
boy is supposed to know, a gentleman 
whose profession is usually accompanied 
by a reasonable amount of learnui^ w> 
cently said in a public address in our 
city, that no valuable inventions had 
arm been g^Ten to the world outside of 
Cftiristianity. Wliat could he have been 
thinking of ? Certainly not of what he 
was saying. The arch, for instance, 
was inveuted nobody Imdws when or 
by whom ; but, at the very lowest cal- 
culation, thousands of years before the 
Ohiiftiasi era. The immenae vaasea of 
stone of which 4he Pyramids are com- 
posed were lifted to their places by 
machinery of which we know nothing. 
Who invented it? We cannot even get 
out such stones as can be seen to-day in 
abandoned Egyptian quarries. Who 
intviited the art of quarrying ? A atoall 
fana,' iQdh as ihight have been used in a 
rude telescope, has been found among 
the rubbish of Nmt veh. Who invented 
that? The bricks of which Nineveh 
and Babylon wero built are in fair preser- 
ve tion to-day, and most of our knowl- 
edge of the Chaldeans and their institu- 
tions is derived from inscriptions on 
clay tal)let.s. AVho invented the art of 
brick-making, and the stamping of let- 
ten and figures in clay ? The Oreeks 
had the art of manipulating ranrblc in 
snch supreme perfection that tlie best of 
sculpture is but a xni^^r^ble imita- 
tion of theirs. Yet the Greeks irere 
not Christiana. The Pompeiau frescoes 
are mosaics — are far more beautiful, as 
nell as more lasting, than oars. Yet 
they were not d/»ne by Christians. It is 
now believed tliat gunpowder and the 
mariner's compass, and other important 
inventiaiia, ,4Miding the germ of the 

{jrinting-press Y^re known in China 
ong before Europe obtained them. Yet 
the Chinese were nol and' are not Olnfa- 
tians. There is too "much of this "seal 
without knowledge." It does no good, 
and indirectly, not a little harm. " Let
